DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-19 are allowed. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for 
allowance: the prior art fails to teach or obviously suggest the claimed invention. 

2. Specifically, no teaching or obvious suggestion was found of the limitation 11 
controlling the irradiation of the plurality of charged particle beams, based on proximity 
effect correction data for correcting the plurality of charged particle beams for each 
incidence position with respect to the object to be exposed, in order to reduce the 
influence of a proximity effect, and calibration data for correcting variations in the 
irradiation dose among the plurality of the charged particle beams" as in claim 16 and 
19. 

3. In addition, no teaching or obvious suggestion was found of the claimed invention 
wherein a charged particle beam exposure which draws a pattern on an object to be 
exposed by a plurality of charged particle beams emitted from a plurality of element 
electron optical systems and storing "calibration data for correcting variations in the 
irradiation dose among the plurality of the charged particle beams emitted from the 
plurality of element electron optical systems" as in claim 1 . 

4. Similarly, no teaching or obvious suggestion was found of the limitations: 
"determining optimum proximity effect correction data for controlling standard dose data 
in accordance with a judgment as to whether a selected piece of proximity .... " and 
"determining the calibration data of each of the element electron optical systems, based 
on the irradiation dose measured in said measuring step" as in claim 7.

5. Namely, US Pat No 6,107,636 issued to Muraki discloses an exposure apparatus 
for drawing a pattern on an object to be exposed by a plurality of charged particle 
beams which are divided from a charged particle beam emitted from a charged particle 
source (coL7, lines 35-40).
